BOOK  REVIEWS 

H  E  A  L  T  H  T  K  A  I N  I  N  G  IN 
SCHOOLS  —  'Tliorcsa  Dniisdill  —  Na¬ 
tional  Tahcrculosis  Association,  1924: 

One  oif  the  new  books  added  to  the 
Librar.v  :jast  rcccntl.v  is  ‘‘Health 
Training  in  Schools.”  It  is  planned 
with  tlic  hope  that  it  may  bo  a  bene¬ 
fit  to  the  eliildron  and  tlial  it  may  be 
a.  source  of  information  to  superin- 
tcndciita,  teachers,  and  other  eduent- 
.tioiial  workers  wlio  want  to  make  the 
formation  of  good  health  liabits  in¬ 
teresting  niul  desirable. 

It  is  offered  ns  a  full  course  of 
study  in  practical  hygiene  for  all 
grades  and  extending  uji  in  to  tlie 
high  school.  It  is  worked  out  on  the 
princiiile  that  tho  ohjecl  of  health 
training  in  the  schools  is  to  affect  the 
habits  of  pupils  so  tliat  they  will  adopt 
a  licaltliful  regime  of  daily  living. 

.  Tlie  book  lias  outlined  eacli ,  grade 
and  given  cxereises,  games,  stories, 
poems,  and  iirojccts  tliat  may  lie  used. 
Ill  addition  to  tliis  it  lias  clinpturs  on 
such  topics  ns  Clotliiiig,  Nutrition, 
Colds,  Eyes  and' Ears,  etc. 

A  most  interesting .  feature  is  tlie 
use  of  poems  and  qiiofations  froni 
prominent  men  such  as,  Kobert  Louis 
Stevenson,  Tlicodore  Hoosevelt,  Wil¬ 
liam  Gorgas,  ami  other.s.  It  also  gives 
questions  for  debates,  problems  in  cili- 
,  aeiiship,  and  many  valuable  ’suggc!i- 
tiqiis  for  orgniiizitig  Health  Clubs  ’<iii 
the  upper  grades. — B.  B. 

....JUNIOR  MATHEMATICS.— Ernest 
It.  Bruslieh — The  MaeMillaii  Company 
—192.') 

‘‘This  text  offers 'a  general  course 
ill  Matliematies  intended  for  tliose 
who  eoiitiiiue  .studies  in  tlie  senior  high 
seliool  a.s  well  as  fur  tliose  who  do  not 
eontiniie.  It  aims  to  ooiitriliutuf  ,to 
tlic  pupil’s  liberal  education  by  pre¬ 
paring  him  to  understand  the  quan¬ 
titative  aspects  of  contemporary  civili¬ 
zation.” 

Two  years  ago',  through  a  subsidy 
from  tho  Commonwealth  Fund,  Profes¬ 
sor  Breslieh  was  enabled  to  visit  the 
leading  junior  high  seliools  of  the 
country  and  to  study  tlieir, courses  and 
'needs  in  mathematics.  This  book, 
tliercforc,  is  a  product  resulting  from 
the  above  study  and  a  true  fusion  of 
arithmetic,  ,  gcoiaetry,  aud  algebra. 

Tho  illustrative  material  in  tlic  book 
is  especially  striking.  Neat  aud  clean¬ 
out.  written  work  is  encouraged  by 
giving  examples  of  solutions  which  are 
ceonomicnl  in  method  and  neat  in  ar¬ 
rangement..  ,  '  ' 

I  Tlic  material  is  organized  in  peda-. 
gogical  units;  tlie  nietliod  of  approaeli 
is  inductive;  new  terms  are  introduced 
ns  they  are  needed;  and  the  language 
is  simple  and  easily  uiidcrstoud.’ 

Tlie  coiiteiits  are  grouped  around 
line  segments,  angles, , formulas  and 
c.ircles.  The  lise  of  lliio  segments  in 
picturing  numcrieal  facts  and  in  find¬ 
ing  unknown  distances  is  well  pointed 
out.  In  a  like  manner  tlie  use  of 
angles,  formiilus,  and  circles  is  stressed 
Tlie  whole  book  seems  to  be  one  of 
pracitbiiity. — G.  E.  F.  . 

MEN  LIKE  GODS— H.  G.  AVclls,— 
MacMillan  Company,  1923. 

‘‘Men  Like  Gods,,  is  n  thought  pro¬ 
voking  hook.  Mr.  Wells  by  comparing 
tho  ‘‘Earthlings’’  with  a  much  higher 
typo  brings  out,  not  unkindly,  tho  many 
idiosyncrasies  of  mankind. 

The  plot  centers  about  the  ‘‘Earth¬ 
lings”  who  wliile  on  a  pleasure  seek¬ 
ing  trip  are.  suddenly  hurled  into  tl|o 
Utopian  world.  Utopia  has  passed 
from  the  age  of  coiifiisioii  into  aa  ad-; 
VBiiecd  era  wlicre  scientifiu  reusouiag 
is,  supreme,  false  staadards  have  been 
siycpt  out,  disease  has  been  eliminated,, 
ui|il  wanton  destriietion  has  di^up-I 
pcared.  •  Labop,  lias  been  dignified  'to; 
tlift  greatest  crcteiit.  Into  this  eiylli-j 
zation  tho  ‘‘Eiirthliiigs”  nro  plunged 
without  warning.  Of  epiirso  with  their 
minds  still  in  the  ‘‘ago  on  confusion” 
tlie  ‘‘Earthliiigs”  are  unable  to  con¬ 


ceive  of  the  greatness  and  purity  of 
.the  Utopians. 

‘‘Mon  Like  Gods”  cannot  be  read  in 
tho  light  of  a  modern  novel.  It  will 
not  stand  tlio  test  of  realism,  tlic  con¬ 
versations  arc  long  and  somewhat 
monotonous,  and  the  plot  moves  sIowI.yi 

However  if  it  is  road  with  tho  under¬ 
standing  timt  Utopia  is  a.  vision  of: 
what  our  rvorld  is  advancing  toward, 
tlic  book  will  liecoinu  vastl,y  interest- 
iiig.— T.  McR.
